SWITZiM BEMOANS 
[OSS FROM I 


(By tho Associated Preaal 
GENEVA, 
Switzerland — Four 
years of high exchange have ruined 
tourist travel in Switzerland. Many 
hotel keepers are unable to pay 
their rent, notre have failed, and 
business people say that if nothing 
is dor* to bring the current of 
travel back to the Swiss Alps, there 
will be many more failures. 
‘Switzerland \*as formerly the fa­ 
vorite va th of tourists from all over 
the world,” sa d or.c hotel proprietor 
recently! “Today it is the nieces of 
the idealist. No one comet bort* ex­ 
cept peace makers and persons inter­ 
ested in the League of Nations.” 
It is estimated that 95 per cent 
of the foreign travelers 
now 
in 
Switzerland ar,* Americans, and the 
greater part of these are bound for 
Gtneva to look into the functioning 
of the League of Nations. The heavy 
British trade has been lost because 
travel in the Italian and French 
Alps routs only about a third as 
much as ’in Switzerland.

Emir of Asir is dead and buried in 
his capital at Sabia, and has been 
succeeded by his son; but it has re­ 
mained for the National Georgraphic 
Society to call the attention of the 
world to his passing and to the ro­ 
mantic existence of the little na­ 
tion over which he reigned. 
Asir is a principality situated on 
the Arabian shore of th** Red Sea, 
says a bulletin issued by the so­ 
ciety, and has existed with little 
change probably since the Israelites 
traversed that body of water dry 
shod. 
Phoenicians, Venetians 
and 
Portuguese have coasted along its 
sandy shores and. since the Suez 
Canal was completed, steamers from 
all parts of the world have pass­ 
ed in sight of its beaches. Yet the 
country ip little known to travelers. 
One reason for tLls Is that the 
inhabitants are fanatic Mohammed­ 
ans. Not only are Christians not 


wanted, but even the Turks, who 
also are Moslems and representa­ 
tives of the Caliph, are their enem­ 
ies. In fact, during her war with 
Turkey in 1911-12, Italy managed 
to gain the alliance of the Emir of 
A sir against Constatnitnople. Nom­ 
inally A sir was a part of the Turk­ 
ish Empire, but the people never 
surrendered 
their 
independence. 
While the Turks held several gar­ 
rison towns, very little of the coun­ 
try’s area 
was ever explored 
by 
them. 
There is nothing along the Red 
Sea coast of the country to attract 
the traveler, for it is hot and bar­ 
ren and fever-ridden. But the high 
plateau behind which rises the in­ 
terior of Asir, is a land of much 
water and of gardens, fields and 
orchards.
